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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are down to the 13th March. The outward mail of 14th 
Jan. arrived out on 8th March. The following items are from the 
Japan Mail :— 

Our last issue was dated the 23rd February, since which the 
most remarkable feature of the fortnight has been the continued 
arrivals of grain from Saigon, eighteen vessels have entered the 
port, and yet no stock remains on the market. This implies a 

ve deficit in the country of the first necessary of life, and 
Involves a large expenditure of the national resources to supply 
it. Presuming that we shall receive from first to last a 
million of piculs of rice, costing, in round numbers, three 
millions of dollars, it is so much abstracted from the pur- 
chasing power of the country, so much less to spend in cottons 
and woollens, in oil and small luxuries. It is so much dead loss. 
And yet it might have been far worse for Japan. But for the 
foreign trade thousands would have starved outright who will now 
be preserved alive for four or five dollars a piece, and whose labour 
will still be available for the service of the country. Spring is 
approaching, and in a few short months the seed each of these men 
hassown will ripen, and nature will repay tenfold the amount spent 
meanwhile on his sustenance. Still we must look for a dull import 
trade, a dragging business and great proverty in the country, 
riots from inability to pay the taxes, and rumours of riots mag- 
nified into sounds of ibellici: Against these it is our duty to 
caution our readers very earnestly. We have during the past few 
@ays made strict inquiries into the truth of reports which have 
been circulated of late in regard to risings in the country, and 
they amount to this, and this alone—that on account of the 
scarcity of money in certain districts of the country, and the pres- 
sure put on the farmers to pay the ordinary levy of taxes, they 
have risen against the local officers, and some slight bloodshed 
has ensued. 

There is more or less talk about disturbance in the Prince of 
Mito’s Territory, and some misapprehensions exist on the subject. 
The fact is that there are three parties in the principality, the old 
Conservatives, the students or Radicals, and the Trimmers, and 
has been, and always must be 
the case, there is perpetual feud. A riot has broken out, which 
isin no sense 2 rebellion, and which has nothing whatever of a 
political nature in it, and troops have been sent from Yedo to 
restore order. The old Prince of Mito who was so well known 
for his enmity to foreigners and his opposition to the Regent, 
Tikamon no Kami, who espoused the foreign cause and was sub- 
sequently assassinated by Mito ronins, died in 1865, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Yoshiatsu, on whose death last year Mimbu no 
Tayu, another of his sons, succeeded to the principality. This is 
the prince who went to Europe some years ago and resided in 
aa The ex-Shogun Keika, or Yoshihisa, is another son of

A fire broke out at 97, Hotoba-street, and, as the wind was 
high at the time, much apprehension was entertained for the’ 

‘ety of the Homura-road and the back of the settlement. In 
a few minutes after the alarm was given several engines were on 
the spot, and the tidal drain in the neighbouring street being full, 
there was an abundant supply of water. Companies both of the 
English and French troops were sent down from their respective 
camps and assisted in keeping order. It is not to be expected 
at moments of the kind that this can be perfectly done in a part of 
the settlements abounding with a very inferior class of houses, but, 
making allowance for the nature of the locality, it seemed that, 
on the whole, no greater disorder occurred than was inevitabl 
nor have we heard that any of the occurrences which distinguish 
the late fire were repeated last night. But from the intense 
nature of the flame during the passage of the fire from the first 
to the second house attacked, we are inclined to think that more 
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kerosine, or similar inflammable substance, was stored there than 
should have been the case had we move:eontrol over such matters 
than we have at present. At onetime the Phenix Hotel was in 
great danger, and but for the good supply of water and the presence 
of a large number of engines it must have taken fire. By half-past 
eleven*all danger was over, though the firemen were employed 
during the night in keeping a constant stream of water poured on 
the burning ruins. The estimated amount of loss js mot very 
large. On the following night another fire broke out in the 
Japanese town near the Yoshiw-arra, and extended from the foot 
of the Nungi hill to the iron bridge over the Creek. Above a 
hundred houses were destroyed and the accident will cause a 
great deal of distress amongst the poor. The fire brigades turned 
out with their customary alacrity, and were as efficient as ever. 

Another fire is raging at Yedo, and as the wind is blowing 
strong from the north, doubtless considerable destruction of pro- 
perty will ensue. 

H. E, the Spanish Minister was received by his Majesty the Mi- 
kado on the 3rd March, and presented his credentials. Copies of 
the Spanish Treaty will be exchanged at a subsequent interview. 


TEN DAYS LATER NEWS BY PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific Mail steamer America reached San Francisco on 
the 13th of April, with Yokohama dates to March 23. She brought 
@ full cargo and 1,200 passengers, of whom 1,104 were Chinese ; 
among the others were the survivors of the Oneida’s crew. 

The following is a summary of her Japan news, as telegraphed 
from San Francisco to New York :— 

The news from Nagasaki is meagre. There was still consider- 
able excitement about the native Christians. 

At Osaka it was rumoured that fresh troubles had broken out 
in the Shaspus country. 

The United States flagship Delaware arrived at Yokohama on 
the 21st of March. The Naval Court of Inquiry, convened by 
Fleet Captain ‘Roe, on the Oneida affair, had been dissolved. The 
body of Ensign Brown, of the Oxeidu., was found on the 22nd. 
Divers who have been down in the Oneidu report that the whole 
of her stern is cut away. Several small articles have been 
brought up. 

Mr. Low, the new United States Minister to China, stopped in 
Japan ten days before going to China. While in Yokohama he 
was the guest of Minister Delong, and at Yedo a state dinner was 
given him by the Japanese Minister of Foreign Affairs on the 
10th, at which Minister Delong, his Secretary of the Legation, and 
Consul Sheppard were present. Reports are rife with regard to 
its political significance. 

Rice riots were of frequent occurrence in all the ports of Japan. 
The people were in a destitute condition. Large quantities of rice 
were arriving from Saigon, and from 300,000 to 400,000 piculs more 
were reported to be on the way. 

There had been more or less fighting in the districts of Sinchu, 
Koshiu, Kaga, and Mito, and the troubles were on the increase. 
The officials at Ycdo had reccived intimation that an attack was 
contemplated by the rebels on that city. 

An order had been issued by the Government prohibiting any 
but soldiers from wearing foreign clothing. : 

It is said that the Mikado is about returning to Kioto with his 
wife, who is enciente. 

A native mail service was about to be established between the 
ports of Yedo, Hiogo, and Nagasaki. 

Charges of a serious nature had been preferred against Consul 
Lyne and Marshal Dennison, and an investigation was progressing 
before Minister Delong. 

JAPAN MARKETS. 

Yoronama, March 23.—Business is improving. Silk has been 
purchased to the extent of 1,100 bales at full and increasing | 
rates. Teas, the natives hold at high pricos, and consequently 
but few purchases have been made. About 2,500 piculs were

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasakr, March 15, 1870. 

The London and China Express arrived here as follows :—That 
of 3lst Dec., by the Tipanyuyo (str.), on Ist inst.. cia Shanghai— 
fifty-nine days ; that of 23rd Dec., by the P. and O. steamer (‘adiz, 
on 3rd inst., via Yokohama—seventy days ; that of 14th Jan,, by 
the P. and O. steamer Cadiz, on 14th inst., via Shanghai, fifty- 
nine days. 

Business here is extremely dull, except in teas, rice, cotton, 
sugar, and other local articles of trade ; for these a good demand 
exists at very remunerative prices, which gives ool employment to 
vessels. ‘The demand for piece goods is very limited, and merely 
to supply local wants, and hence the present stugnation. The 
present state of things confirms to a certrin extent the rumours 
current here a short time since—viz., that forcizn manufactured 
goods are not allowed to be taken into the surrounding districts. 

‘rom a native source I learn that at a short distance trom this a 
person Was put into prison fur wearing a dress patched with a 
piece of camlet. If the Japanese officials were accused of tam- 
pering with foreign trade they, asa matter of cuurse, would deny 
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the truth of the statements, and ask for proof, more with the 
view of getting hold of and punishing any native who had been 
bold enough to give information respecting squeezes, &c., in the 
interior. Such punishment would not be light, I am certain, and 
hence is the reason we do not bring such matters to the notice of 
the Consul. 

The 19th ult. was the anniversary of the King of Holland’s 
birthday, the @@nd that of Washiggton’s, but both events were 
only noticed by the merchant vessels of those countries exhibiting 
a little bunting. : 

The subscription list to assist the Nagasaki Amateur Dramatic 
Corps closed with over $600 in December last, and to reimburse 
the subsoribing public they gave the third entertainment this 
season on the 23rd ult., when they sent their audience away com- 
pletely satisfied with the performance. The whole of the company 
deserve great praise for the spirit they enter into the acting, but 
the gentleman whose nom de querre is Mr. Drinkwater is the star, 
and improves each time he appears. 

On the 6th inst. we felt two shocks of earthquake ; one in the 
morning at two o’clock, which was rather a heavy one, while that 
at five in the the evening was comparatively light. The day pre- 
viously, and the day on which they occurred, and, in fact, the 
following day, the air became very close and oppressive, which 
passed off after rain had fallen in large quantities. 

The corvette Iho Sho Maru, lying in this harbour, has not yet 
been delivered over to the Prince of Hiogo; she still wears the 
English ensign. 

Respecting the native Christians we hear but little, and even 
that little is very unreliable. The village of Ourakami has been 
the scene of the wildest revelry during the past five days; the 
Nagasaki Shipping List describes it as disgusting in the extreme, 
and says that they have been informed that they have been got up 
to commemorate the banishment of former residents from the 
village ; whether this statement is correct I am unable to say, but 
fear that there is a great deal of truth in the rumour, as the pre- 
sent festivities are with full connivance and sanction of the 
Governor of Nagasaki. The Vice-Governor and suite left here on 
the 7th instant, per Ureyonian steamer, for Hiogo ; and, now that 
this gentleman has departed, the vexatious jetty question I hope 
will die a natural death.

£1 0s 3d. per ton. 

Several rumours are current respecting a fresh outbreak of the 
civil war, all of which are more or less doubtful. The rumour 
which seems to have the deepest root is that a body of discharged 
soldiers, formerly employed by Chosiu, have risen in rebellion, in 
order to force the Prince to restore them to their former position. 
The Vagausaki Evpress has the same version, and adds :—“ As yet, 
no reliable information concerning this disturbance has reached 
us, and we refrain, therefore, from publishing any of the numerous 
rumours afloat, but hope to lay the true particulars of the affair 
before our readers in our next issue. We believe we are correct in 
stating that the difficulty that has arisen is not likely to be soon 
or easily settled, and that the Prince of Chosiu has applied to 
other Southern Princes for assistance, who, however, are likely very 
shortly to be in the sume predic tment themselecs.” 

A person here, whose information is always from first-rate 
sources, hut whose information is seldom or never correct, gives 
us to understand that Chosiu has applied to Satsuma for assistance 
and alliance to resist nearly the whole of the princes whose do- 
minions are on the two southern islands of Japan ; the list in- 
cludes Hiogo, Kononu, Hizen, Chickugo, and a host of smaller 
Of course all must be received with caution, as all rumours 
come from the Japanese, who in many cases know very little 
themselves, especially when important events are likely to occur. 

We look upon the Tea season as virtually closed. A few parcels 
of undesirable quality still remain, and are likely to be purchased 
by the Chinese tor shipment to Shanghai, from whence they are 
likely to find their way to London, not as Japan, but China Tea. 
In general produce nothing is doing ; these articles are held for 
rates which foreigners are unable to pay; in fact they are con- 
sidered absurd. The Chinese have bought Wax for Canton (where 
a local demand exists) and have paid as high as $18.50 per pioul. 
A small lot of Gallnuts (inferior and stalky) were offered lately 
at $7 per picul. Camphor musters are in this place re prosensing 
large stocks in the interior, but no business has taken place owing 
to the native ideas of value differing very much from that of 
European shippers. 

In your issue of the 14th Jan. I see that correspondence 
between England and Japan, via the Pacific route, is not affected 
by the reduction of postage, and in order to make sure that letters 
posted with 16 cents stamps on them will go safely, I addressed a 
note to the United States Packet Agent at this port, ‘‘ who in. 
forms me that he has not received any information similar to that 
given by you, and that he shall continue to receive and send for- 
ward all letters which bear 16 cents stamps on them,” which he 
speaks of cs the reduced rate. 

In freights to London the rate is quite nominal. The Chanticleer 
seems undecided whether to take the berth or not, but as she 
must proceed to Hiogo with cargo from London, this may have 
something to do with it.

From Hankow we have the strange news that both the English 
and the U.S. Consuls, whenvcalling on Viceroy Li, were refused 
admittance except by the side door, while the acting French Consul 
was recognised on terms of equality, and obtained entrance by the 
middle or large door. It is just possible that the determined aspect 
assumed by the French Government on two or three occasions lately 
had paved the way for its representative at this time. Neither the 
U.S. nor English Consul availed himself of Li’s condescension to 
be visited by the side-door. A correspondent, remarking on the 
incident. says, “It is fair to add that the Consuls have no actual 
right to the central door, for they only rank as Taotais, who can- 
not claim this honour, and never have it yielded to them by man- 
darians of, Li's standing. Still, the admission of the French, and 
rejection of the English and American Consuls, is significant 
enough. It may secin very trifling to your home readers, but 
in a country where ctiquette is so punctiliously regarded, every 
such incident has a political value.” 

Dr. Porter Smith haa published a brochure of some one hundred

We have Tientsin dates to the 7th March. The Shansi got in- 
side the bar first of the northern steamer, and stored her cargo at 
Taku. A day later the Ying-tze-fei succeeded in forcing her way 
from Taku up to the settlement, through a foot thickness of ice, 
and arrived there on the 2nd March, much to the surprise of all, 
and to the disgust of shirting holders, as she caused a drop in the 
rate from Ts.

Both amusement and satisfaction have been expressed here on 
the intelligence being received bv last mail that Mr. Burlingame 
had been politely bowed out of Berlin, with nothing whatever to 
show in return for his six weeks o! negotiations there. From the 
first, however, it was considered probable that Prussia, which 
takes a very decided though quiet stand as regards the course 
of relations with China, would net be so ready to throw iteelf 
into the arms of the Yankee charmer. I hear on good authority 
that Mr. Hart has lately taken measures to wind up the “ Mis- 
sion” with all despatch, and the remainder of the Chinese tag- 
rag-and-bobtail who have been left thus far as the component 
parts of Mr. Burlingame’s raree-show, are to be back in China by 
the beginning of next autumn. Various symptoms of an ecx- 
haustion of the tonnage dues’ fund, from which the Mission has 
been paid, at the expense of the lighthouses and beacons 
which ow,At to have been built out of it, as the Treaty 
provides, have been manifested of late. The Harbour mas- 
ter at Shanghai, a very worthy American, who has held the 

st for some ycars, has been suddenly dismissed to make way for 

I, Viguier, 2 French gentleman, lately acting as Deputy Marine 
Superintendent ; and other changes are spoken of. The cost of 
the “ Marine Department,” lately created by Mr. Hart, is known 
to be excessively heavy, and will now be increased by the arrival 
from England of two gunboats, which are already at Canton ; 
whilst a third and larger vessel is expected shortly, to be employed 
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as a yacht for the pig aed General’s use. These three vessels 
cost the large sum of between £70,900 and £75,000. as delivered 
from the builder's yard in England. The two already arrived are 
armed and cquipped as men-of-war, mounting three or four Arm- 
strongs apiece, although they are nominally intended for light- 
house service! It would appear that, after paying for them and 
Barlingame Mission, the lighthouse fund has become ex- 
austed. 





HONG KONG. 
Dates from this port are to the 22nd March. The London mail 
of Jan. 28 arrived out on the 11th March. The following items are 
from the Overland China Mail of March 22 :— 


An outrage on Chinese Christians took place at Tungkoon and 
Shekloong, near Canton, on the 6th inst. The Protestant chapel 
at Tungkoon was destoryed, and the native preacher and his wife 
were beaten ; there were no forcigners found. The Roman Ca- 
tholic chapel was also razed to the ground. At Shekloong, whi- 
ther the Christians escaped, the mob broke into and robbed the 
house of the Rev. A. Krolerzyk. Several of the robbers were 
seized and taken belore a mandarin, who rebuked the officers be- 
cause they had acted without orders from the Governor General. 

The Government Gazette publishes the text of a Bill of consider- 
able importance, which was read a first time in the Legislative 
Council with closed doors. It relates to the subject of coolie 
emigration, and proposes to give the Governor power to make such 
regulations on the subject as he may think proper, under instruc- 
tions from the Colonial-office. The latest instructions on the 
point are that emigration to foreign countries be prohibited, and 
the opinion prevails that such prohibition would be unfortunate, 
as the illegitimate portion of the trade might, with proper care, 
be suppressed, without averting from Hong Kong that part which 
is legitimate. : 

The Harbour-master’s annual shipping returns have been pub- 
lished, and show an increase over last year of 137,000 tons‘in the 
foreign shipping, while there is a decrease of 113,0U0 tons in the 
junk trade, giving a balance on the side of excess of 24,000 tons, 
The large falling off in the number of junks is attributed to the 
great number of Chinese customs’ stations in the vicinity of the 
lens and to the activity of the revenue cruisers connected with 
them. 

A demand for @ new gas company has sprung up, and is based 
on the enormous disparity between the price of coals and that of 
the gas now supplied to the public. The present charge for gas 
is $4.50 per 1,000 cubic feet, while that at home is scarcely as 
many shillings. This state of things taken in conncction with 
the bad quality of the light, is considered sufficient to justify the 
present demand. 

The Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court were held on the 
18th and 19th of March. In closing the Sessions, the Chicf- 
Justice remarked upon the lightness of the calendar, and attri- 
buted it to the increased efficiency of the executive. The result, 
however, is quite as likely to have arisen from the successful con- 
cealment of crime as from its absence. 

Mr. N. B. Dennys, of the editorial staff of the China Mai/, has 
left for England by the Pacific mail route.

‘BANGKOK. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Bangkol: Sua- 
mary of the 16th March :-— 

The steamer Bunykok, Captain Haffender, with mails and pas- 
sengers from Singapore, arrived on the 8th inst. The Brny- 
kok made the passage to Singapore in three and a-half days, 
and from thence to this in a little more than four days. She 
made the entire trip in twelve days five and a-half hours from 
the time she left the bar. 

As the Pramane is now looming up in all its gorgeous array, 
and the time draws near when the cremation ceremonies for the 
remains of H.M. P’rabat Somdet P’ra Paramendr Para Monkut, the 
late Supreme King of Siam, are to commence, it may not be with- 
out interest to our readers to describe the buildings erected and 
ceremonies performed on such august cecasions, 

In the case of the death of a king, his successor to the throne 
immediately begins to make arrangements for the P’ramene, 
which is the splendid temporary building under which the hody 
is to sit in state several days on a throne glittering with silver, 
gold, and diamonds, and then and there to oe committed to the 
tlames. The building is intended to be in size and grandeur 
according to the estimation in which the deceased was held. Royal 
orders are forthwith sent to the g--vernors of four different pro- 
vinces far away to the north, in which large timber abounds, 
requiring cach of these to furni~h ove of the four large lovs for 
the centre pillars of the P’ramene. These must be of the 
finest timber, usually tne oil tree, very straight, two hundred 
fect long, and proportionately large in  circumterence, 
which the writer has observed to be not less than 
twelve feet. There are always twelve other pillars a little sinaller 
in size, demanded at the same time, from governors of other pro- 
vinces, as also much other timber ieedful in the erection of the 
P’ramene, and the numerous other buildings connected with it. 
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——— See eee ee SS 
As sacred custom will not tolerate the use of pillars that have 





been used 02 any former occasion, conszquently new ones must be 


obtained for every new occasion of the funeral Specs of a king. 
Those four large pillars are very difficult to find, and can be floated 
down to the capital only at seasons of the year when the rivers, 


where they are found, are full. They are hauled to the banks of 
the stream by elephants and buffaloes. The great difficulty of 


procuring these pillars is one main cause of the usual long delay 
of the funeral burning for a king. 


The King of Cheangmai arrived on the 4th inst., attended by a 
retinue of several hundred Laos princes, lords, and people, coming 
in a train of more than thirty boats, miking the whole journey by 
the river in forty-nine days, The King has informed us that he 
left the Mission families there in usual health, and that he is the 
bearer of letters from them, which have been laid away safely 
somewhere, but cannot yet be found. The King does not at all 
like the place which the Siamese Government hvd assigned to him, 
and has so resolutely objected to it that the authorities are pre- 
paring for his accommodation at Wat Chaang, where he has long 
been accustomed to stop when on his triannual visits to the 
Suzerain. 


We understand that the Spanish Ambassador took his leave of 


his Majesty the Supreme King on the 4th inst., but that he is to 
postpone his departure until the fourth or fifth day of the Royal 
cremation. 








JAVA.

BATAVIA. 

Dates are to the 24th March. The Borneo, the Afaus, and the 
Waal returned on the 22nd February from an expedition to the 
Mentawei Islands. The purposed demonstration resulted in the 
burning of some small forsaken villages; the inhabitants, and 
amongst them the pirate leader of the band which had plundered 
the schooner Priamen, had fled into the interior, and could not 
be reached. In one of two villages burnt there were found some 
cordage and a Dutch flag, which had been taken from the vessel 
plundered and destroyed. 

The official authorisation for the pulling down of the forti- 
fications of Sourabaya has been received. It is still uncertain 
whether some portions of the fortifications will be allowed to con- 
tinue standing. 

The road from Solo to the railway station near that city, a 
distance of half an hour’s walk or so, is so bad that a carriage 
with four horses needed an hour and a half to struggle through 


it. The transport of persons between Samarang and Solo produces 
200f. per day. 


People here (Batavia) rejoice in the prospect that the British 
Australian Telegraph Company will come into action in 1871, to- 
gether with the laying of a telegraph cable from Singapore to 
Batavia, and of another cable from Banjowangiefto Port Darwin, 
the North-Western corner of Australia. If all this be brought 
about then will people in future from all places in Netherlands 
India where telegraph offices are established be able to signal as 
well as direct to Sydney and Melbourne as to Hong Kong, Bombay 
and London. 


The plan for the holding of an Exhibition of Works of Ancient 
and Modern Art here will be followed out in the building appro- 
priated to the Botanical and Zoological Society. The opening will 
take place on Monday, the 8th April. 

Mr. Netscher, the Resident of Riow, has been appointed Governor 
of the West Coast of Sumatra. 

It is said that the Chinese coolies who were passengers in the 
Belgian ship Frederic, which was lately burnt in Batavia Roads, 
are to be sent to Banka. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates are to the 29th March. The London mail of 17th Feb. 
(French) arrived out on the 22nd March. The following summary 
is from the Straits Times :— 


. The only topic of local interest during the fortnight has been 
the receipt, by last mail, of his Excellency’s despatch, or rather 
the Straits Association’s analysis of it. We have, however, en- 
deavoured to reproduce it entire, with the exception of the twen- 
tieth paragraph, which, for some reason or other the Association 
have omitted. We will remark that it is well written, and the 
drift of the greater portion seems to be an attempt to justify his 
allusion to the possible imposition of import and export duties. 
His Excellency’s argument, however, bears evidence of its un- 
soundness upon its face ; his admission of the decline of the trade 
‘of the older settlements, where these imposts existed, after the 
establishment of Singapore as a free port, is certainly a most un- 
fortunate illustration in favour of the advantages of a free over 
a trammelled trade. The Straits Association here held a meeting

on Friday afternoon last, to discuss the several points raised in 
the despatch, but the meeting was adjourned until the 31st inst. 


A case of very great importance was decided by the Chief Justice 
in Malacca on the 17th inst., settling the definition of the word 
“prescription” in the Indian Act XVI. of 1839. relative to the 
tenure of land in Malacca. The judgment fully explains the case, 
and furnishes a very lucid exposition of the custom under which 
settlers there had become possessed of the land in the first place; | 
The action of the Government in the matter seems to have beer 
taken under a misapprehension as to the facts. It wished to force 
the people to take out grants for the land; but as the squatters 
are very poor, and realise no more than a bare subsistence, the 
course pursued by it is about the most oppressive that could have 
been adopted. 


The system adopted by the Colonial-office in making appoint- 
ments has given rise to a great deal of dissatisfaction in all the 
Crown Colonies. The old saying that “ no man is a prophet in his 
own country,” would seem to be verified to the full by the Colonial 
system of promotion ; for when an officer of ability, by local ex- 
perience and attention to his duties, merits this honour, he is 
suddenly foisted into an office in a distant colony, to the duties of 
which he is an utter stranger. The necessary consequence is, that 
though these officers receive the reward of their merit, the public 
service suffers, and the pcople of the colonies are frequently put 
to serious annoyance. The Ceylon papers inform us that the post 
of Colonial Secretary to the Straits Settlements has been given to 
a Mr. Birch, of the Ceylon Civil Service. What this gentle- 
men’s qualifications for the post may be. we are of course 
unaware, but if the report be true, we are sorry for it, 
because the office is one requiring considerable local experience, 
and we think an incumbent might have been found among those 
who, by long service in the Colony under the Indian Government, 
and possessing extensive acquaintance with the rulers of the sur- 
rounding native states, were aptly fitted for its duties. 


The long rainy season we have experienced is now at an end, 
and the weather has reached the oppositeextreme. An occasional 
shower is looked upon as a great boon. 

The Hon. the Lieutenant-Governor of Penang left in the Colonial 
steamer /ininbow, for the Diudings, acco:npanied by Mr. Peel, 
Assistant Surveyor.

CEYLON. .

COLOMBO. 


Dates from this port are to the 5th April, and report the arrival 
of the Duke of Edinburgh. The Colombo Observer says :— 


Prince Alfred landed at Colombo on the evening of the 30th of 
March, and the constant display of the Royal standard from the 
flagstaffs on the ramparts and over Queen’s-house shows that for 
the first time in history a British Prince is resident amongst us. 


The weather seems as little to consult the convenience of 
Royalty as do the rules of the service. ‘The little monsoon” 
began showering its copious downpours a fortnight in advance of 
the Prince’s arrival. Then there was a glimpse of ‘ Queen's 
weather,” which added to the pleasure and convenience of the 
landing ceremonial. But, the Duke once landed, Ceylon seems 
determined to show his Royal Highness that he is no longer in 
dry and arid India, but in a region where copious moisture com- 
bines with tropic heat to produce “everlasting spring.” 


The Prince held a levée at which there was such an assemblage 
of all classes and races—Europeans and descendants of the various 
European nations who successively ruled in Ceylon, in civil and 
military garbs and unaccustomed court dresses ; Singhalese 
Modliars, in the blue coats and broad gold belts of the olden time ; 
Kandian Headmen, with their singular pincushion coronets and 
crinoline-like robes; the “ Budhist ascetics,” in their saffron 
coloured robes, too great, as the priests of Budhoo, to incline 
their heads even to royalty; turbaned Tamils, funnel capped 
Moormen, Malays, &c., all flocked to do honour to the son of the 
common Sovereign. On the evening of April 1st the ladies 
of Colombo had the honour of being presented to his Royal 
Highness; dan-ing following. During these days there 
were state dinners at Queen’s-house, and drives about 
Colombo. On the 2nd the Prince drove to the scene of 
the “elephant Kraal,”’ about thirty-two miles from Colombo, 
and witnessed on the 3rd a splendidly successful drive, resulting 
in the capture of thirty of the huge animals for which, in all ages, 
Ceylon has been so famous, and of which she has yielded tribute 
to so many lands. At Labugam the Prince is in the ower ranges 
of our grandly beautiful hill system, in the higher mountain 
forests of which he will by-and-bye, we hope, enjoy elk hunts and 
clenhew shooting not less successful than the first elephant drive 

as been. 
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STRAITS, JAVA, CHINA, AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yoxonama.— Daring the interval which has elapsed since the issue of 
last Circular business in imports had been dull. The demand, which was 
quite of a hand-to-mouth character, had run chiefly upon Cotton Yarn 
and Grey Shirtings ; a few sales had also been effected in Turkey Reds, 
Velvets, and Alpacas; other Fancy Cottons, as well as Woollens, continued 
neglected. Prices generally showed little change; Yarns, however, must 
be quoted lower, but were firm at the close. 

Suancuat.—Grey Shirtings: A very large business had been transacted 
in 7 Ib. to 8} Ib. goods, and until the arrival of the Shansi from the north 
on 12th March the demand was steadily maintained, holders succeeding in 
establishiny an advance of 2 to 3 cents per piece on the latter weight.

Green: The demand noticed in our last continued until the 
10th March, but since that date there had been nothing doing, in conse- 
quence of there being no available tonnage Prices had been fully sup- 
ported, and in some cases a slight advance had been paid. Purchases for 
the most part consisted of inferior and common grades, for which T's. 22 
to 30 bad been paid. A few chops of medium Moyunes taken at Tis. 85 
to 89. Settlements for the fortnight, 12,145 half-chests; re-sbipments 
on owners’ account, 1,921; stock, 33 chops, or 10,880 half-chests. 

Cantonx.—The moderate business had consisted principally of a few 
small parcels of Scented Tea of good common to medium quality, which 
had been previously held for higher rates, but the near approach of the 
new season, and the new crop appears to have had the effect of inducing 
the owners to accept prices showing a slight reduction on Jast quotations. 
A small settlement of Canton-packed Congou reported for shipment to 
India, The Clymene, on the berth for London, would take all the Tea 
waiting shipment, and thus complete the season's export. Canton settle- 
ments from 8rd to 17th March, 1870 :—Country Congous, nil ; Canton 
District Congous, 300 half-chests, at Tle.

Yoxouama.—The market had continued active, and prices had fur- 
ther advanced. The chief inquiry had been for Oshus of all sorts, and 
for good medium hanks; the latter were quoted much dearer. Settlements 
estimated at 900 bales :—Hank sorts, 450 bales ; Oshu, 280; other sorts, 
170 ; settlements to date, 10,445 bales; against 13,550 in 1668-9, and 
8,500 in 1867-8.

Suancuar—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.'s 
Circular :—The favourable advices received both by letter and telegram 
have caused a large business considering the period of the year, and 
settlements are estimated at about 1,250 bales. Prices have again ad- 
vanced to the extent of from Tis. 5 to 10 all round, except for Chincum 
sorts, which have been in comparatively large supply. ‘Tsatlees and 
Kahings are, on the other hand, very scarce, so that holders are enabled 
to command extreme prices. Foo-fong-sing and Choopings chop Thirds 
have Leen taken at Tls. 5974, with # portion of 1, 2 and 3s. only, and 
Red Peacocks have been placed at Tls. 510. In Hainins, No. 2 Fatmow 
has fetched Tls. 500, and a considerable quantity of Re-reeled Silks 
have also found buyers, the latter however being principally fur barter 
transactions. Arrivals from the country have nearly kept pace with 
the settlements, and although appearances are to the contrary, it is still 
asserted that the total export will not much exceed 40,000 bales.

SHIPPING REPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 


The British ship Belted Will reports discharging the pilot off Fly- 
mouth on the 27th Nov., at eleven a.M.,and experienced a series of 
westerly gales before clear of soundings ; passed West of Madeira, and 
carried the N.E. trades so far as lat. 6 N., then light southerly winds, 
and variable winds from the westward; crossed the line, in long. 
27 W., on the 20th Dec. ; found the S.E, true and moderate; passed 
close to Martin Vas on the 26th, in sight of Trinidad, the trades veer- 
ing to the north and east as the tropic was passed; thence very variable 
winds until the meridian of the Cape of Good Hope was, on the 14th 
Jan., in lat. 43 S.; passed the meridian of St. Paul’s on the 28th Jan., 
after having experienced a large proportion of contrury winds trom 
the eastward ; enjoyed steady S.E.° trades and very pleasant weather 
until nearing the Straits of Java, when light variable winds prevailed 
for. five days. Made Java Head and Anjer on the 13th of Icb., thence 
by Gaspar Straite, which was left on the 17th; passed the N. Danger 
on the 4th March, and the Macclesfield Bank on the 9th, tinding from 
the Natunas astrong monsoon and heavy sea; afterwards muderate to 
Hong Kong; puesage from Plymouth, 102 days; spoke, on the 17th 
Feb., the British ship Sarah Nicholson, from Shanghai to New York, 
Off the N. Danger, spoke the French barque Tycoon, from Bangkok, 
bound northward. 

The Pritizh ship Taitsing reports, experienced strong westerly winds 
after leaving the ais of Wight; crossed the Equator in lonz. 25 W. 
on the 15th of December, sighted ‘Trinidad on the 28rd, enioved 


moderate S.E. trades ; passed the meridian of the Cape of Good Hope 
on the “th Jan., in lat. 42 S.: experienced moderate weather running 
down the eastward; sighted Dirk Hartag’s Island on the :i1-t, entered 
Ombay on the 7th Feb, cleared Dampier’s Strait on th: vend, had 
light baffling winds until in the parallel cf the Pellew Grerr, then 
pi-ked strony N.E. winds, which carried the ship by the Ballingtang 


Channel to Hong Kong in nine days; 104 days trom the Isle of Wight.

THE BRINDISI MAIL SERVICE.

A New Licut Vesse, ror Cuina.—The Jungsha, a fine new Light 
vessel for the Customs in China, will sail for her destination in a few 
days, from the Thames, where she has been built at Messre. Dudgeon's 
yard. We believe she is the first built for that country according to 
the Trinity-house rules. Her dimensions are—length, 1U3 feet: beam, 
21 feet ; depth of hold, 10 fect 3 inches; built of oak and teak, and 
copper fastened throughout. This vessel has been built with all the 
newest improvements applicable to Light ships, and fitted in the most 
convenient manner. Revolving light of great power. Sea-water dis- 
tilling apparatus, an important provision in event of communication 
with the shore being cut off at any time. A very complete fog appa- 
ratus, consisting of four large brass horns on a pedestal, blown by the 
steam from a separate boiler at high pressure. She is rigged as 4 
barque at present, for the purpose of sailing out, and has a smart 
appearance, but when on her station will have only her mainmas; 
tanding as the lantern mast.

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COURT OF ADMIRALTY. 
THE GLENDUROR. 

This was a cause of salvage on behalf of Jarvis Arnold and others, 
boatmen of Kingsdown. 

The Glenduror, an iron vessel, laden with a general cargo, from 
Batavia for Rotterdam, on the 7th of February last arrived in the 
Downs and anchored, and remained at anchor until the evening of 
he 12th, at which time the wind was blowing a gale. About 
8.30 p.m. the starboard cable parted at the windlass. The port bower 
anchor was then let go, but the cable soon afterwards parted, and, as 
the vessel was close in shore, it was found to be impossible to weather 
the South Foreland, and her master, by the advice of the pilot, ran 
her on to the beach close to the life-bont station at Kingsdown. After 
great difficulty, in consequence of the state of the wind and the sea, 
the Kingsdown lifeboat was launched, and succeeded in rescuing the 
master’s wife and child and the whole of the crew, which consisted of 
twenty-seven persone. A portion of the vessel's cargo was subsequently 
discharged, and on the 19th the vessel was got off and taken into a 
place of safety. The value of the vessel, cargo, and freight was about 
£50,000. The defendants had paid the sum of £500 into court, and 
prayed the judges to pronounce for this sum as being sufficient re- 
muneration for the plaintiffs’ services. 

His Lordship (Sir R. J. Phillimore) awarded the sum of £1,000 and 
costs. 


On the 26th ult. Mr. Albert Hodges, navigating sub-lieutenant of 
the Rodney, while walking the main deck aft, was observed to stagger 
and fall on the deck. He was carried below in an insensible condition, 
and died about a quarter of an hour afterwards. The medical officers 
of the Rodney had just left the vessel, and assistance was summoned 
from the Buzzard, lying alongside. Mr. Martin, assistant-surgeon of 
that ship, attended immediately, and his opinion, and also that of Staff- 
Surgeon G. B. Hill, of the Rodney, was that death resulted from disease 
of the heart. ‘This was the verdict recorded by the jury at an inquest 
held on the body on board the Rodney. 


Apsrrat THE Hon. Sir Henry Keppet was entertained at dinner, 
at the George Hotel Portsmouth, on Thursday evening, by his naval 
friends and officers who had served under hiscommand. The chief 
toast of the evening was “Our Guest.” The gallant admiral alluded 
with extreme regret to the absence of his old friend Sir James Elphin- 
stone, and mentioned that he had once contested the borough of Ports- 
mouth with him, but ‘“ after spending £5,000 he went home at the 
bottom of the poll a wiser but a poorer man. 


A SrrRaNncE incident has taken place in the Indian Ocean. The 
steamer Rocket, en route for China, via the Suez Canal, had left Aden, 
and was proceeding towards Galle. Two small native craft, called 
“ dhows,” approached her, and the captain, thinking they were pirates, 
fired upon and killed several of the crew. The “dhows,” however, 
were peaceful craft laden with merchandise, and being short of water 
had merely approached the Rocket to ask for some. Upon arriving at 
Mascat, whither they were bound, an account of the occurrence was 
laid before the British Consul. .

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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hampore, April 21. 

Public business is brought to a temporary standstill by the interven. 
tion of the Easter holidays, which give the members of the Reichstag 
an opportunity of returning for a short period to their families and 
their constituents, Count Bismark has been, ill but has so far 
recovered that he was able to make his usual daily reports on the 
current affairs of his department to the King. On Maundy Thursday 
he left Berlin, accompanied by the countess and their daughter, for his 
country seat at Varzin, where he is now passing the Easter week, after 
which he will return to Berlin immediately, as his presence will be 
much needed on account of the opening of the Zollverein Parliament, 
which is convened to mect immediately after Easter, and for other 
important reasons. It is stated that the Parliament will be opened by 
the King in person. <A new electoral law is now passing through the 
Reichstag, the principal feature of which is a better distribution of the 
electoral districts, there being now 297 such in the North-German 
Confederation. It is understood that no objection will be offered to 
the Bill by the Federal Council; but they will most likely make diffi- 
culties about the proposed alteration in the tariff, especially increasing 
the duty on coffee of all growths and descriptions from its present rate 
of five dollars per centner to six dollars, though they are in favour of 
the reduction on the duty on iron from five to three groschens per 
centner. The only other proposed alteration of any importance is the 
abolition of the last surviving relic of the henighted period of export 
dutics, which have happily melted away before the rays of enlighten- 
ment and a more liberal policy—the export duty on rags, which have 
always been considered such a precious treasure that they would not 
allow them to go out of the country except on payment of threc dollars 
per cwt., which of course amounted to a prohibition. Negotiations 
have been going on for some time between the Government and the 
Liberal party in the Reichstag to try and cffect a compromise anent 
the new Criminal Code, more especially with reference to the vexed 
question of capital punishment, which it will be remembered was 
expunged altogether by a large majority of the North-German Parlia- 
ment on the sccond reading of the Bill. It ia stated that the Govern- 
ment is not disinclined to make a concession on the subject, and limit 
the punishment of death to cases of murder, but dispeuse with it for 
high treason. 

The Berlin Vossische Zeitung a few days ago published in large type 
the following article on the Chinese Embassy, which has the appearance 
of being a semi-official communication. and is generally considered 
as such :—‘‘ So many conflicting accounts have been put in circulation 
about the Chinese Embas-y that has been for several months travelling 
through Europe in all directions, that it may be well to give the public 
some information on the subject derived from sources of undoubted 
authority. It is well known that commercial treaties have been con- 
cluded between China and several foreign States, the interpretation of 
which has given rise to misunderstandings and disputes, so that it has 
become an object of great importance for China to place them all, if 
possible, on a footing of equality in an international point of view. 
For this purpose the Embassy was fitted out and furnished with creden- 
tials for the following treaty Powers: the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Sweden, Denmark, the Netherlands, Prussia and the North 
German Confederation, Russia, Belgium, Spain, and Italy. In addi- 
tion to this the Embassy was commissioned to negotiate a treaty with 
the United States in regard to the rights and nationality of the nu- 
merous Chinese who have emigrated to California and other parts of 
the Union. And, finally, a part of the instructions civen to the Em- 
bassy was, to come to an amicable understanding with Russia on the 
subject of some dispute between them about their frontiers. As we 
are now informed on good authority, the Embassy has been very suc- 
ceasful respecting the first part of its duties, at least in thoze countries 
that it has visited ; also that part relating to the position of the 
Chinese in North America hag been satisfactorily arranged by the 
skilfal diplomacy of Mr. Anson Burlingame, the lately deccased head 
of the Embassy. On the other hand it appeara that the negotiations 
with Russia concerning the rectification of the fronticrs have not led to 
any favourable result. Mr. Brown, the present chief of the Embassy, 
has again returned to St. Petersburg, but, as he himself confesscs, with 
very little hopes of success. The difficulties that stood in the way 
were signally apparent in Mr. Burlingame’s time ; and though Mr. 
Brown has given frequent proofs of his ability and talent asa diplo- 
matic negotiator, it will be very difficult for him to succeed in the 
execution of that part of his instructions.” 

When the estimates for the German Consular service were under dis- 
cussion in the Federal Council the plenipotentiary for Hamburg pro- 
posed the appointment of a paid Consul at Bangkok. The President 
replied that it would not bo possible to include it in the present Bud- 
get, asit required the production of much information on the subject, 
which could not be obtained in time, but promised that the proposal 
should not be lost sight of. 

A sad scandal has becn discovered ata town called Bochum, in West- 
phalia, where it appears that a whole family of the name of Dieckhoff 
have for a long time been making a living by obtaining certificates 
from military surgeons dispensing with the services of conscripts, under 
the plea of ill health and other hindrances. The army surgeons thus 
compromised, of whom there are said to be no less than twenty-nine, 
are atill under prosecution, but the trial of the Dieckhoffs hax just 
been finished, they being all found guilty of the charge preferred, and 
sentenced to imprisonment for three yeara, fines of $300, and logs of 
their civil rights for five years. 

The Crown Prince of Prussia is suffering from an incipient liver 
complaint, which, though it has not yet reached such a stage as to be 
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called dangcrous, is enough to cause the Royal family some uneasiness, 
and thercfore at the earnest recommendation of the medical men, he 
is to take a course of the watera at Carlsbad, where a furnished house 
has been taken for his accommodation, and where he will make a 

_ lengthened residence. According to the latest arrangements, he was 
to leave Berlin to-day. It issaid that the germs of the malady became 
first apparent on his return from his late journey to Jerusalem and 
the Suez Canal. 

The Danish Minister for Foreign Affairs gives notice that the Con- 
sulate of Batavia is vacant, and invites those who wish to compete for 
the appointment to send in their applications (accompanied by testi- 
monials) by the 1st of September next. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Business has been much interrupted by the Easter holidays, and in 
most articles there is no alteration in values. The sales of Tea included 
9S cheats Kaisow Congou and 150.4 Moning do. A cargo consisting 
of 1527/4 and 3526;8 chests of Congou, expected from Foochow, have 
been sold at secret prices for Holland. Rice continues to move off in 
moderate quantities, and 12,000 bags of Arracan cargo Rice have been 
sold by the importers at full prices. Drugs: 100 baskets of China 
Root, ex Adler, have changed hands by private contract ; and at public 
sale 164 oazs of Galangal Root were offered, but only 200 found pur- 
chasers at from 8 to 82 marks banco. Of the Star Anis per Cecelia, 
100 chests have been tuken.

RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
St. Perersnene, April 19, 

The Russ’an Invalid, which had been discontinued for some time, 
but was resuscitated at the beginning of this year, contains a lon re- 
port from Taschkend of the military operations of Governor-General 
Kaufmann, who last autumn advanced to Chodschent and the province 
of Suriarshant, where he was met by an emissary of the Emir of Bok- 
hara, who brought intelligence of the victories gained by that poten- 
tate, and the request that the Russian troops would cover the rear of 
the Iimir, which, however, was not granted. ‘The son of the Emir, 
who lad revolted against his father, was beaten and taken prisoner. 
Another vas-al of the Chan, Sary-Chan, styled Beg of Kuliab, had 
endeavoured to assert his independence, and applied to the Russian 
General, Abramow, for assistance and support, which was refused him. 
He snececded, however, with the means at his command in taking 
possession of Ghishar apd Shirabat, and even occupying the mountain- 
ous country of Koratein; bnt the Chan of Chokand came to the relief 
of the Emir, and the Kuliab troops were dispersed and driven out of 
the country. General Kaufmann is displaying great zeal and activity 
in the employment of several special missions, composed of scientific 
officera, to the newly-conquered provinces of Central Asia, which will 
no doubt add greatly to the very imperfect knowledge we possess of 
the geography of those distant and almost inaccessible regions. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpas, April 22. 

The Easter week has, of course brought dulness upon our politica, 
and the only question agitated has been whether a Ministerial crisis is 
approaching. Both the Liberal papers, which set rumours in circula- 
tion of impending Ministerial changes, seem now to be frightened by 
their irdiesse in attacking some of the members of the Cabinet. 
However the event may turn out, it ia certain that several local Liberal 
papers express a good deal of discontent at. the present constitution, and 
it is fervently hoped that at any rate the Ministera of Justice and War 
will resign. Het Noorden maintains that it will be impossible for the 
Minister of the Colonial Department to retain his portfolio unless he 
recalls Mr. Myer, and replaces him with a Liberal Governor-General ; 
and at. the eame time altérs his Sugar Bill in accordance with Liberal 
principles. 

The rumours respecting a forthcoming marriage between the Prince 
of Orange and Princess Louis: of England seem to be canards. I hear 
that there have not been any negotiations with such an object. 

The Conservative papers are endeavouring to induce the Cabinet to 
appoiot Mr. Sypesteyn, the very niosy M.P., Governor in the West 
Indies, but I do not think that their efforts will mect. with anecess. 

1 regret having to record the death of our eminent painter, Mr. 
Andreas Schelfhout, who dicd at the Hague, at the age of cighty-three 
years. 

Mr. G. A. Fokker, M.P. for Middelburg, will resign his seat at the 
close of the present session. 

The King has granted permission to Mr. H.J. C. Hoogeveen, Resi- 
dent at Batavia, to accept the Spanish Order of Charles III.

A FRENCH VIEW OF THE CHINESE CHARACTER. 


(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

M. Evcene Simon, Consul for France in China, has given an 
account of his impressions of that country before a public meeting 
of the Acclimatisation Society of Paris. 

M. Simon avows his partiality for China, and declares that 
country to be one of the greatest benefactors of Europe ; she has 
endowed us with silk, the peach, camellia, jasmine, azalea, wistaria; 
the most precious of our tissues, the best of our fruits, the 
finest flowers come from China, and yet we know littNe of her. 
China is so vast and so varied that it is difficult to takee in all at 
a view; take the highest mountains you can imagine, the most 
profound valleys, the most arid plateaux, and the most fertile 
plains; place them all between 90 deg. and 120 deg. longitude 
and 22 deg. to 50 deg. latitude, and you have China—a country 
the coldest or the hottest, the driest or the dampest, the poorest 
or the richest, the most barren or the most fertile, the most mono- 
tonous or the most picturesque, according to the point of view se- 
lected ; in short, without exaggeration (and France of course 
excepted,) the finest country on the earth, and the best dowered 
for a civilised people—that is to say, fora people capable of en- 
joying it. Except in the north, however, near the desert, forests 
and meadows are wanting ; the former have been destroyed by 
five hundred millions of men during forty centuries. Of the 
animal kingdom, says M. Simon, there are no finer tigera or oxen 
in the world, nor finer sheep than those of the Land of Grass and 
the forest of Zéhol. The tiger is the black tiger, larger than that 
of India; its fur is as thick and almost as soft as that of the 
marten; the bullocks commonly reach a weight of sixteen to 
eighteen hundredweights, and for game a cartload may be had at 
Peking for five shillings. As regards the economic ability of the 
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Chinese, he says, they so well understand the management of 
fuel that they can cook for a whole family with a few pounds of 
dry grass, worth not more than a centime or two per pound. 


M. Simon speaks in the highest terms of the respect which all 
Chinese pay their parents and ancestors, “ their family religion,” 
as he aptly terms it, and compares it with the family relations 
and traditions of Europe, much to the disadvantage of the latter. 
This family religion, he believes, almost entirely annuls the 
dangers of superstition. Asan instance of the effect of respect 
for age, M. Srmon says that, annoyed at first, like other strangers, 
by being followed by crowds of people, often amounting to thou- 
sands, he hit upon the expedient of fixing upon the oldest man 
in sight, inviting him to his house with the ordinary usages of 
politeness, and there placing him in the seat of honour; the 
murmurs and the jokes, perhaps insults, ceased at once. There 
was established between the crowd and the foreigner a link the 
want of which often gives rise to so much unpleasantness and 
even serious difficulty. “I was no longer a stranger,” he says, 
“bat a host.” A trait of good honest diplomacy well worthy of 
record! M.Srmon, like other travellers, complains of the annoying 
surveillance to which he was subjected by the local officials when 
he arrived in the country soon after the Treaty, but says that it 
soon disappeared when they became assured of the peaceful 
character of his duty, and when he visited the countries bordering 
on Thibet, he affirms that the mandarins invested him with the 
royal power of mercy, and that every morning there appeared be- 
fore his door applicants for a remission or diminution of the 
punishment to be inflicted upon them. 

A slight adventure which befell M. Srmon and his friends is 
gracefully told ; the travellers, oppressed by excessive heat, dropped 
down at the foot of a tree, around which grew a little grass, real 
grass, so rare in China, but they had not noticed some women who 
were working in a little garden behind some shrubs, and who also 
had not noticed the arrival of the travellers. It is a breach of 
etiquette for strangers to remain long in the presence of females in 
China, and the faces of the women in question began to show 
unequivocal signs of astonishment and growing indignation. The 
Europeans, amongst whom was a missionary, knew that they ought 
not to remain where they were, but they could not make up their 
minds to quit their shady resting place without an effort—“ Good 
bye, ladies”, then said the missionary, in his sweetest voice.— 
“Good bye”, was the reply, “and go away. What right have you 
there ?”—"‘ But, madam, we are very tired, and the other trees are 
far away.”—“ What kind of people are these?” said one of the 
women ; “and where do they come from, that they know s0 little 
of good manners? Go, and do not let us have to complain 
again?’ They rose to depart, but the missionary had an idea’ 
taking out his pipe and tobacco, he said, “At least you will give 
me a light.” “Go on,” was the answer; “it sball be sent to 
you.” The travellers marched off slowly, and soon were over- 
taken by a boy with a lighted josstick, who for his reward obtained 
@ common pocket-knife ; presently he was back again with four 
oranges, and his reward this time was a paper of needles ; he re- 
turned, but soon reappeared with three men, who invited the 
Europeans to go into their house and rest. In a short time they 
were the best friends in the world ; the women went on with their 
occupations, cooking the dinner and laying the table ; before long 
all the people of the village joined the party, and a hundred 
questions abeut France were put and answered. M. Simon being 
asked about his parents, said that they were dead. The reply 
produced was characteristic : “Ah, poor man, we can understand, 
then, how you could quit your home.” Nothing could exceed the 
modest bearing, the simple mode of speech—dignified and respect- 
ful without timidity—of their Chinese host and his friends. When 
dinner was served the old man and his sons waited upon the tra- 
vellers, who, on quitting, desired to make" some presents to the 
children ; the offer was politely but steadily refused, and with a 
profusion of thanks and farewells they went their way. 


THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE RED SEA. 

Our fears that the climate of the Red Sea would prove a serious 
obstacle to the use of the Canal route by vessels not specially 
adapted for it huve been sadly verified. Already we hear of a 
Sunderland steamer having reached Calcutta with every stoker 
dead from the effects of the intense heat, and several other vessels 
have suffered severely, though not quite to the same extent. If 
these things happen in the cool season, what a fearful mortality 
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must be expected in the summer months! The mail steamers 
plying in the Red Sea are of course fitted with every known de- 
vice for mitigating the heat, but even they cannot employ Ruro- 
pean stokers. It is evident that the trade ought to be carried on 
by vessels specially constructed for it,and that in the meanwhile 
steamers of the old type should not be sent through the Canal 
without such alterations as will ensure efficient ventilation. Na- 
tive stokers, too, should be taken on board at Port Said. The 
question of a new survey of the Red Sea came up in the House 
of Commons last week, and, in reply to a question regarding the 
alleged inaccuracy of the present charts, Mr. CornpErs said “ it 
was proposed in the summer to consider what should be done, 
with a view to an improved survey.” Why should the matter 
not be considered at once ? 

The importance of vessels being able to pass through the Canal 
with their cargoes intact can hardly be over-estimated ; but this 
most necessary condition is in danger of being violated by the 
new method of calculating the dues lately promulgated by the 
company. Fears are already expressed that the system of charg- 
ing dues on the measurement of the cargo, whenever it exceeds 
the registered tonnage of the vessel will be made a pretext for 
an examination, and this would not be readily submitted to by 
British shipowners. 


At the meeting of the Society of Arts on the 27th ult. Mr. 
Lange read a paper on the Suez Canal, and during the discussion 
that followed he emphatically contradicted a statement lately put 
forth that, besides the Hooghly and L’Imperatrice, five other 
steamers had broken their propellers in passing through the Canal, 

We have received from the Canal Company a telegram dated 
Ismailia, April 26, stating that the Messageries steamer Hooghly 
had returned to Suez. She was towed from Port Said to Ismailia, 
and proceeded thence with her own engines, but was delayed in 
Lake Timsah by going on the wrong side of the buoys, and out of 
the proper channel. The following ships were passing through 
the Canal :—Fur East, Stowell, Waverley, Ema Ash, Asie, Apis, 
Headquarters, The number of vessels passing through (exclusive 
of those allowed to go free at the inauguration) was, in November, 
1; inDecember, 9; in January, 16 ; in February, 29; in March, 53; 
and in the first week of the present month, 22. The cash receipts 
were as follows:—November, £.75,118 ; December, f.241,795 ; 
January, f.250,958 ; February, £340,726; March, £.620,738. 








THE LATE CHINESE MINISTER. 

The North German steamer Silesia arrived at New York on the 
19th ult., having on board the remains of the late Mr. Burlingame. 
The revenue cutter Uno, with the Hon. Isaac Livermore, of Boston, 
father-in-law of Mr. Burlingame, on board, met the steamer coming 
up the Bay, and took off Mr. Edward Livermore Burlingame, the 
eldest son of the illustrious statesman, who accompanied his father’s 
remains from Hamburg, leaving there on the 6th ult. The flags on 
the steamer were lowered to half-mast on Mr. Burlingame’s departure 
from the vessel. The corpse was embalmed at St. Petersburg a short 
time after Mr. Burlingame’s death on the 23rd of February. It ia the 
design of the relatives of Mr. Burlingame to have the funeral demon- 
stration in New York City as quiet as possible, and for the purpose 
of conforming to their wishes, the gentlemen forming the escort 
have determined not to have any procession. They will meet 
at the Custom-house Barge-office, at the Battery, and will then 
proceed to the steamer Silesia to receive the remains. Subse- 
quently the coffin will be transferred to the steamer Providence. It 
will be carried to Boston by the latter vessel, and will be under the 
charge of Gen. Chamberlain and Major Capello, of Gov. Claflin’s staff, 
on the way there. .A special meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
has been held for the purpose of making arrangements for the recep- 
tion of Mr. Burlingame’s remains. 

At a meeting of the City Committce on the Burlingame obzequies, 
at Boston, it was determined that the cities of Cambridge and Chelsea 
should unite with Boston in the demonstration, and thatsub-committees 
from each city should proceed to New York and accompany the re- 
mains to Boston.

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THE JAPAN LOAN. 
‘WHEN the ports of Japan were first opened to foreign 
trade the accounts of the early English visitors to that coun- 


try were received here with lively curiosity and interest ; but | 


when the novelty had in some degree worn off, and items of 
Japan news came to be regularly mentioned in Reurer’s 
telegrams, the general public soon ceased to attach much 
importance to the affairs of a country so distant and so diffi- 
cult tounderstand. Consequently, excepting the few directly 
interested in its staple exports, but a small portion of even 
the commercial community have manifested any interest in 
Japan, except indeed when startled by some thrilling event 
arising out of the institutions of this peculiar and little-under- 
stood people, or by a narrow escape on the part of Sir Harry 
Parkes from some new danger to his valuable and often jeopar- 
dised existence. Several very worthless books have been written 
on Japan, and a very few good ones, but it is to be feared 
that the former class have found more readers than the latter. 
The London and China Telegraph, too, has done its best to 
dispel the indifference of the public to Japan affairs by ap- 
pealing to their understanding and sympathy, but the Ja- 
panese Government itself has just hit on a still more telling 
expedient—that of appealing to their pockets. They will 
now become our debtors, and by appearing continuously in 
our cash books, ledgers, and balance-sheets will ensure a per- 
manent abiding place in our remembrance. 

Through the instrumentality of Mr. Horatio NELSON 
Lay, C.B., the Government of Japan seeks to borrow—or, by 
this time we may be justified in writing, has succeeded in 
borrowing—the modest sum of One Million sterling, on 
security which to the ordinary observer will doubtless 
appear amply sufficient. Our own views on this financial 
operation will very likely be coldly received by many 
investors who are anxious to be in a “good thing,” 
so far as the immediate present is concerned ; but we write 
in the interests of those who have a permanent stake in the 
trade of Japan, and our remarks are addressed to these, and 
not to such as regard the loan as a Stock Exchange opera- 
tion. Before we analyse the proposed scheme and its 
proffered securities we must glance briefly at one or two 
points connected with the recent history of Japan and its 
present financial position. Firstly, then, it has passed through 
the severe travail of a revolution, and the birth of a new 
Government has left the parent country weak, collapsed, 
prostrate. It is true that we have good reason to think 
hopefully of the new order of things, for the Japanese have 
been earnest and thorough in certain measures of reform ; 
but they are left with an empty exchequer and a debased cur- 
rency, which has not only disorganised the action of the Go- 
vernment with regard to its internal affairs, but seriously 
affected its commercial relations with foreign countries, and 
this second result is by far the most important to the world 
outside Japan. . 

Now, the security proffered for what Messrs. ScHRODER and 
Co. have brought out as “ The Imperial Government of Japan 
Customs Loan” consists of the entire Customs’ dues of the 
Empire,—not one bow of which can properly be spared ; and of 
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the revenues arising from a railway, every metal of which has 
yet to be contracted for and sent out from thiscountry. We 
will first consider the assignment of the Customs’ dues, and to 
convey a true idea of their value something must be said of 
the method in which the Japanese manage this department of 
their revenue. The Custom-house at Yokohama (which is 
better organised than those at the other treaty ports) is 
built in close contiguity to the Bonded warehouses, which 
were established under the influence of Sir Harry Parkes, 
and originally placed under the charge of two foreign super- 
intendents—who, having fulfilled their mission by teaching 
the “bonded” system to the native officials, were dis- 
pensed with, and the Custom-house authorities now carry it 
‘on, after a fashion, themselves. The system however 
| never had any great chance of success, firstly because the 
existence and use of large bonded warehouses depreciated the 
value of all warehouse property owned by foreign merchants, 
—secondly, because all merchandise stored in the former 
must pay full duties before it can be removed, which (as 
Custom-house business is transacted in Japan) is by no means 
a matter of course when merchandise is entered for storage in 

| private warehouses,—and thirdly, because the business is con- 

' ducted with a vexatious routine that is disliked both by foreign 
importers and native buyers, Private and personal interests 
have therefore greatly impeded the efficacy of this aid in the 
collection of the Customs’ revenue. In the next place, the 
Government employés at the Custom-house are not only poorly 
paid, but in many cases innately corrupt, and it is not sur- 
prising that out of so many payers of duties some should be 
found only too willing to take advantage of this combina- 
tion of poverty and want of principle. Now there are no 
foreign Inspectors of Customs in Japan (as there are in 
China) to see that Government money is not misap- 
propriated by corrupt native officials ; there is no foreigner 
(at least we hear of none) specially appointed at Yoko- 
hama to supervise the payment of the Customs’ receipts 
into the Oriental Bank ; and at the other ports there is no 
organisation whatever. Considering these things, as well as 
the needy state of the native Government on the one hand, 
and its official faithlessness en the other, we may leave our 
readers to judge as to how much of the daily revenue of the 
Customs will find its way into the treasury of the Oriental 
Bank. It must not be forgotten that the Manager of the 
Yokohama branch of that corporation is only empowered to 
receive such sums as the Japanese Customs may feel inclined 
to pay him, without having any power to exact all the dues that 
the native treasurer may actually collect, still less to control 
or obtain possession of such sums as the superior Government 
authorities may set aside for themselves, as mulct for charges 
of collection or otherwise. So much for the Customs’ secu- 
rity. Turning now to what is termed in the advertisement 
of the loan, the “ Additional Security”—that is, the re- 
venues of the railways yet to be constructed from 
Yedo to Yokohama, and Yedo to Osaka respectively, we 
can hardly refrain from smiling at the assurance of those 
concerned, in advancing this as a “security” at all. 
Regarding the railways themselves, having personal know- 
ledge of the route from Yokohama to Yedo (twenty miles), 
we are able to say that this portion need not be a difficult 
or expensive work ; that is to say, it will probably not. cost 
more than three times the sum a similar length would re- 
quire in England. But when Messrs. ScHropER and Co. 
invite us to look at their map of Japan for an idea of what 
the other lines are like, we cannot help regarding it as a 
snare and a delusion. You may take a map of any country 
and draw with a ruler and a dip of red ink straight lines 
from point to point, but these are hardly sufficient evidence 
of the practicability of constructing lines of railway. Except- 
ing some Dutch Superintendents at Desima, Europeans have 
never traversed the interior, and engineers can know nothing 
of the obstructions that are to be met with in the recesses of 
@ country so mountainous as Japan certainly is,as far as our 
own knowledge extends, and appears tobe throughout if we may 
take the native maps as a criterion. The line from Yedo to 
Osaka would certainly be over 250 miles in length, following 
the course of a series of valleys, which we have reason to 
believe are in the highest state of cultivation. If the mul- 
titudinous holders of the land are to be fairly dealt with, the 
money now raised will barely suffice to purchase the right of 
way through their holdings; and it must be borne in mind 
that though Japan be under a despotic Government, there is 
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no country in the world where landed property is so highly 
prized, or where its proprietors and their rights are more 
rigidly protected by the law. If tunnels of more than ordi- 
nary length should in some parts be found necessary—which 
we think more than likely—then not one million, but five at 
least, will be indispensable for the entire completion of the 
work, and in such a case the revenue would most likely be 
but a small percentage on the outlay. 

While thus addressing a few words of caution to in- 
vestors and others, we would not be understood to imply 
that we do not warmly approve every effort made to 
introduce railways, telegraphs, and Western science and 
Civilisation generally into Japan. The desire of the Go- 
vernment to possess railways and telegraphs is an evi- 
dence of enlightenment that must be viewed on all hands 
with satisfaction ; would that the Chinese Government could 
be prevailed on to follow the example. But we cannot unre- 
servedly approve the method in which this loan has been 
brought forward. When we first heard something of the 
real object of Mr. Lay's visit to Japan, we were led to 
understand that he went as the representative of certain 
large capitalists who were ready and willing (upon suffi- 
ciently advantageous terms) to undertake the construction 
of railways in that country. This is the version of the 
story that was published in all the China and Japan papers, 
and which was allowed by Mr. Lay to pass uncontradicted. 
Now, however, we find that Mr. Lay is the agent not of the 
lenders but of the borrowers—he comes back as the Com- 
missioner of the Japanese Government, to raise a loan in the 
English money market ! There is a very striking and signifi- 
cant difference between the two positions. The Japanese 
appoint Mr. Lay their Commissioner to obtain the money, 
and the Oriental Bank Corporation their bankers to receive it. 
Suppose they fail to carry out their arrangement with Mr. Lay? 
holders of Japan Customs’ Bonds can expect no satisfaction 
from him ; the Oriental Bank clearly is in no way responsible, 
save for the safe custody of such sums as may be entrusted to 
them, which certainly could not be in better keeping ; but there 
is really no material guarantee either for the principal or the 
interest, or any compact ratified between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the British Minister that any portion of the revenue 
will beset aside to meet the obligation now contracted with British 
capitalists. We know the Japanese to be wily in diplomacy 
and unscrupulous in monetary affairs, and we know, too, how 
much—or how little—aid British subjects may expect from 
their own Government in prosecuting claims of this nature 
against foreign nations that fail to meet their engagements. 
Another circumstance to be remembered is that Japan is a 
country from which we are in the habit of receiving tele- 
grams of a startling character, and as its affairs are still in a 
very unsettled state, this is likely to continue for years. 
The lack of information among the general public regarding 
Japanese politics will tend to increase the alarming effect of 
unfavourable news, and such a telegram, for instance, as that 
received last week, announcing the assassination of the United 
States Consul at Yedo, would probably have a more depressing 
effect on Japanese Bonds than the recent tragedy in Greece 
has had on the securities of that miserable little kingdom. 
On the whole we cannot help regretting that the advisers of 
the Japanese Government were unable to devise means to 
construct the first line of railway without raising a loan. 





FRANCE AND CHINA. 

On the 19th ult.—the day after the date of our last issue 
—there appeared in The Times a long letter from the 
Shanghai correspondent of that paper giving an account of 
M. pe Rocnecnouarr’s expedition, and highly praising the 
line of action taken by him to vindicate the rights of French 
subjects. The correspondent draws special attention to the 
fact that in every instance the injuries for which the French 
Minister sought redress were traceabie to the instigation of 
the literati, and generally grew through the non-interference 
of the local officials. “If the hostility of the officials be 
“subdued, foreigners will have little else to fear. The people 
“are willing enough to admit us among them, except where 
“ influenced adversely by the literati and mandarins.” Thus 
are the favourite arguments of The Times once more refuted 
in its own columns. 

The upholders of the BurtingaMe Mission and of Lord 
Ciarenpon’s China policy are used to lay great stress upon 
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the supposed fact that all the Powers to whom Mr. Bur- 
LINGAME had presented his credentials agreed in acknowledg- 
ing the justice of his demands, and in eugaging to adopt a 
policy of peace and conciliation towards China. This, how- 
ever, is quite an ex parte statement, and almost entirely with- 
out foundation. There were many reasona, too well known 
to need recapitulation here, why the United States should 
concede all that was demanded by the Mission; and it was 
only natural that some minor European States, having nothing 
to lose by so doing, should follow in the wake of England and 
America. But as regards France and Russia the case is en- 
tirely different. The attempt to negotiate at St. Petersburg 
has avowedly been a failure, and as regards France, the recent 
action of M. pz RocnecHouart shows very clearly how far a 
policy of peace and conciliation is believed in either by the 
Imperial Government or its representative in China. The 
Shanghai and Hong Kong papers justly recommend the atti- 
tude adopted by France as an example to Great Britain. It 
has been completely and deservedly successful, and we can- 
not doubt that the weak policy of our own Government will 
in the end prove as completely the reverse. Already we 
hear news calculated to strengthen this belief. Among the 
Chinese themselves, in some districts, a war with England is 
looked for at no distant date. At some of the southern 
ports there is evidence of a growing indisposition on the part 
of native traders to enter into any heavy contracts or 
transactions of magnitude, and in more than one case 
they have given as a reason for this excessive caution 
that the new Convention cannot work well, and if adopted 
will lead to a breach before six months are over. They do 
not believe that the Peking Government will adhere to its 
part of the agreement, and they judge, from former expe- 
rience, that the breaches of faith (on the side of China) that 
will surely follow must lead to war. The mercantile class of 
Chinese, so far from approving the proposed Convention as 
being beneficial to their own country, dislike it as the pro- 
bable cause of hostilities they would gladly avert. Accord- 
ing to our last advices, M. DE RocuecHovart, having by a 
firm persistence in his demands cbtained ample satisfaction 
for the various wrongs recently sustained by French sub- 
jects, was on his way to Peking, and we cannot doubt that 
he will speedily convince the Government that in trusting to 
the BURLINGAME Mision to secure the adhesion ofall Europe 
to a peace policy, they have been leaning on a broken reed. 
The Peking Cabinet has by this time learned that of the 
great Western Powers there are at least two—France and 
Russia—who will not consent to abase themselves before 
Chinese arrogance ; and they may rest assured, too, that the 
people of Great Britain will not long continue to look on 
passively while the GLapsTone Cabinet permits the leader- 
ship of progress in China to pass into French hands. 





TELEGRAPHIC MOVEMENTS. 

Ir has been finally decided to lay the British-Indian Exten- 
sion Cable from Madras to Penang and Singapore, and not 
from Galle. This section will be completed and sent out in 
about three months, and that to connect the Straits Settle- 
ments with Hong Kong will follow early next year. The 
cable between Singapore and Batavia will also be proceeded 
with at once, and is expected to be completed by October ; 
but the Java-Australia line will not be ready until 1871. 
The Edinboro’ has taken on board one portion of the Malta 
and Gibraltar Cable, manufactured by the Telegraph Con- 
struction and Maintenance Company, and will sail to-day ; 
the remaining portion is on board the Scunderia, now at 
Malta. The Falmouth, Lisbon, and Gibraltar section will be 
laid by the Zibernia, and will probably be commenced in 
about ten days; this, when completed, will give us a dupli- 
cate communication with Alexandria, 

We noticed in our last number that Mr. Cyrus Frexp, 
who played so important a part in the establishment of tele- 
graphs across the Atlantic, had taken in band the scheme 
for a cable between America and Asia. We now lIcarn that 
bills have been introduced into both Houses of Congress to 
incorporate the Pacific Submarine Telegraph Company, 
backed by a memorial from Mr. Fieip asking for Govern- 
ment aid to carry out the project. The total length of the 
cables required is stated at 8,500 miles. The matter has 
been referred to a Committee, which is expected to report 
favourably. 
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THE ADMIRALTY REPORT ON THE SUEZ CANAL. | 
Tar officers who were sent by the Admiralty in February 
last to survey the Suez Canal—viz., Colonel Cuarke, B.E., 
and Captain Ricnarps, R.N.—have issued their Report, which 
is lengthy, instructive, and full of interest. Their examina- 
tion occupied twelve days, and was so minute that no point 
of detail, however small, seems to have escaped them ; it was 
not confined merely to the Canal itself but extended to the 
harbours at either end. The general conclusion is highly, 
though not altogether unreservedly, favourable. Commencing 
with the Mediterranean entrance, they find that Port Said, 
though not complete as a harbour, affords safe accommoda- 
tion for a large number of vessels and is not likely to suffer 
such rapid deterioration from the accumulation of deposit as 
might have been expected ; while even if “silting up” should 
eventually occur to any serious extent it may be easily stopped 
by a further extension of the breakwater. In short, the sur- 
veyors consider that the doubts as to the practicability of 
keeping the Mediterranean entrance open have so far been 
dispelled by experience, and may be dismissed altogether. 
In some other respects their Report dispels unfavourable im- 
pressions that have been formed. The difference of level of the 
two seas is inappreciable ; no serious effect, they consider, will 
result from evaporation, even in a hot summer, suflicient to 
produce a disturbing influence on the general condition of the 
Canal ; the apprehensions of deposits in large quantities of fine 
sand from the desert have they think been much exaggerated, 
while from the nature of the soil, which contains much lime, 
the banks of the Canal below and a little above the water 
become hard and encrusted, so that the ordinary wave or 
wash from a passing vessel disturbs the surface but little, if 
at all. They state, however, that along those portions where 
wide platforms, or “horizontal benchings” have been left at 
or near the water-line, the banks manifestly suffered dis- 
integration from the wash of passing steamers, for the waves 
rolled off the bank heavily charged with detritus. These they 
regard as the worst-constructed portions of the work, and are 
of opinion that, throughout most of the Canal, the speed of 
a vessel should never be permitted to exceed four or five knots 
per hour. With respect to the question how far the Canal 
is likely to answer its object, they think that for all steam 
vessels, or vessels towed, ranging between 250 and 300 feet in 
length, with 35 feet beam, and a draught of 20 feet, it will 
be a convenient highway ; but for the transit of larger vessels 
special arrangements such as are made on a single line of 
railway will be required. 
_ We have ourselves pointed out that the chief drawback 
to the utility of the Canal in its present state, is the narrow- 
ness of the channel available for ships drawing 18 feet and 
upwards. <A vessel keeping exactly in the centre, over the 
line of greatest depth, finds satisfactory soundings all the 
way through ; but it is a most difficult thing for a very long 
screw steamer to do this,and in many parts the least deviation 
from the central channel puts her aground. The Admiralty 
surveyors fully endorse this, and state further that the want of 
additional width alone prevents its being pronounced a com- 
plete success as a permanent navigable route for the largest 
ships from sea to sea. Coming to the Red Sea end the otticers 
express an opinion that the prevalent ideas of the difficultyand 
danger of navigation here are greatly exagverated, although 
there is no doubt that a new survey of the Gulf of Suez is 
greatly needed, and so are some additional lights. They 
suggest one lighthouse at Ras Gharib, a point on the west 
side of the Gulf, about one hundred miles from Suez; a 
second on the Brothers Islands ; a third (floating) at Mocha, 
forty miles northward of the island of Perim ; and a fourth 
on-one of the small islets just east of Jibbel Toogur, and 
fifty miles north of Mocha. With these aids the navigation 
of the Red Sea may certainly be made less perilous than at | 
present, but it must always be tedious for sailing vessels. 
The Report contains some calculations intended to show 
the value to this country of the Canal route as compared 
with that via the Cape, and selecting Galle as an example, 
they find the difference in favour of the Canal is 5,135 miles, 
equivalent, in point of time, to thirty-six days. Taking a 
vessel of the Volage class as an illustration (of course their 
attention is directed to ships of war rather than to merchant 
vessels), they find that the special cost of sending her by the 
Canal, including all charges and: the extra coal which would 
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wear and tear of a voyage round the Cape ; and they acoord- 
ingly advise that all small or moderate-sized vessels should 
be sent through the Canal. A comparison between the rela- 
tive cost of the Canal route and the overland transit does. 
not seem to show any very great advantage on either side, 
the decreased expense on the one hand being counterbalanced. 
by the saving of time on the other, and they come to the 
conclusion that large steam companies would do well to make 
use of both routes. The Report is accompanied by some very 
fine charts, which not only add greatly to its value, but serve 
to show, even more than their written statement, how carefal 
and painstaking an examination Colonel CLargks and Captain 
Ricuarps have made. 


THE CHINESE MISSION. 

Tue Chinese Mission has arrived in Brussels. During its 
brief stay in Berlin a sort of manifesto has appeared in a Berlin 
paper, seemingly intended to define, for the information of the 
Western world, the objects and present position of the Chinese 
Mission. It is therein stated that the principal raison détre 
of the Mission is to place all Treaty Powers “ on a footing of 
equality in an international point of view ”—which is rather 
vague. If it means that each Treaty Power was to be placed 
on an equality with China, the Mission has lamentably failed 
in its object. Mr. Bur.incameg, it is stated, was accredited 
to nearly every European State, including Spain and Italy, 
but it is hardly likely the Mission will now proceed to the 
South of Europe. Mr. Buriincame, we are informed, was 
very successful in those countries he visited, with the sole ex- 
ception of Russia, where no progress has been made towards 
a settlement of the disputed frontier question, and Mr. 
McLeary Browy, the present chief of the Mission (or 
“ Embassy,” as it is styled), has very little hope of success. 
In fact, Mr. BurtinaaMe himself, though received by. the 
Court of St. Petersburg with the most overpowering civility 
and hospitality, was unable to negotiate satisfactorily. 

Taking intoconsideration the prevalent impressions regard- 
ing Russian intrigue and Chinese treachery, it might have been 
expected that all sorts of rumours would be disseminated 
regarding the cause and manner of Mr. Burtincame’s death. 
Accordingly, we find that some such reports have obtained 
currency in the United States, the principal one being that 
the deceased Minister was poisoned by his Chinese colleagues, 
the motive being jealousy of his superior status. Some 
American papers having dwelt at great length on this theory, 
the Boston Advertiser indignantly deuies the possibility of its 
correctness. “The nature of Mr. Burtincame’s disease,” it 
says, “is sufficient to refute the story, which is merely one of 
“those wild inventions so apt to be started on the death of men 
“in prominent and responsible positions. There is no reason 
“for supposing that the relations of all the members of the 
“Embassy were other than the most agreeable and cordial 
“throughout.” The remains of Mr. Buruincame have been 
sent to the United States, in accordance with a desire ex- 
pressed in his last moments. We hear from Washington 
that in officially announcing the death of Mr. Axson Bur- 
LINGAMRF, Mr. Curtin, the United States Minister in Russia, 
wrote to Mr. Secretary Fisa that he feared Mr. BURLINGAME’S 
mission would now fall into British hands, and that the fa- 
ture negctiations would take a direction less favourable to 
American interests. The probability is that the future pro- 
ceedings of the Mission will not be of the slizhtest importance 
to anybody excepting its members and those who have to pay 
the expenses.

£100 ; but should the assured go to China it is immediately 
raised to £4 163. 10d., or nearly doubled, and this quite 
irrespective of the part of China or Japan he may reside in, 
though some ports in both countries are as healthy as any 
in the world. There are many men now resident in the Far 
East who would gladly insure their lives, were not the exist- 
ing rates almost prohibitory ; and it is certain that those who 
do insure, despite these high rates, would rather pay them to 
a local office in which they, the assured, were interested. 





Our Paris Correspondent sends some particulars illustrative 
of the enormous increase in the value of Chinese porcelain. 
A pair of magnificent Chinese vases of the sixteenth century, 
forming part of the famous San Donato collection of the 
DemiporF family, sold the other day at the Paris Auction 
Mart for the large sum of 39,000 francs (£1,560). These 
vases, beautiful as they are, had been injured to some extent, 
and the knobs of the covers had been repaired by European 
hands. Three pairs of similar vases are known to be in ex- 
istence, two other pairs having been purchased in 1847 by 
the Comtesse DucHatsL, who only gave 4,000 francs for the 
four—£40 per vase. At this rate of progress Chinese vases 
will soon become dearer than gold. 


AccorD1NG to French official correspondence, bearing date 
the lst March, the condition of Cochin China is prosperous 
and improving. The attention given to agriculture has pro- 
duced good results, and the imports and exports of the first 
quarter of the year reached a total of thirty millions of 
francs (£1,200,000). The local Government is now specially 
ocenpied in improving the sanitary condition of the country, 
with a view to European colonisation ; a convalescent estab- 
lishment has been founded in an elevated and salubrious po- 
sition at Nui Dinh, and means are being taken to supply the 
population with better water by the construction of large 
reservojrs at Saigon and other points. 


Tue petition of the residents in the Straits Settlements to 
the House of Lords, which is in the hands of Earl Grey, has 
not yet been presented, owing to the recent decease of the 
noble Earl’s brother, General Grey. It will however come 
before the House on an early day, and as we believe two 
high legal authorities—Lords WestBury and CueLMsrorp— 
cordially sympathise with the object of the petition, it will 
be sure of a fair hearing. The subject being of a purely 
judicial nature, the colonists acted wisely in addressing their 
petition to the Peers instead of the Lower House. 


A worK prepared by Professor VamBery, the celebrated 
traveller, has some bearing on Chinese studies. Under the title 
of “The Linguistic Monuments of the Uigurs,” he will print 
and translate the only literary monument of a remarkable 
people of Turkish stock, which inhabited the Southern slopes 
of the Thien Shan mountains, and were formerly Buddhists, 
but partly converted to Christianity in the fifth century by 
the Nestorians. This work will, it is expected, throw some 
el on the past history of Fastern Turkestan and Western 

ina. 


THE report that Capt. Erne, of the Bombay, who is now 
in London, intends to memorialise the Board of Trade 
to revise the sentence of suspension of his certificate for six 
months is quite correct. Sir Harry VERNEY some days since 
gave notice that he would call the attention of the House of 
Commons to the matter, but postponed it. His notice was 
again on the paper on Friday, but nothing came of it. 


In our issue of the 14th March we noticed a proclamation 
issued by Sir Harry Parkes at Yedo, announcing some new 
regulations as to the shipment of Japan coal on board Eng- 
lish steamers. The Board of Trade, apparently, has only just 
awoke to the fact of such a notification having been issued, 
and accordingly it appeared last week in the Gazette !

At the meeting of the proprietors of the Chartered Bank of In- 
dia, Australia, and China, the directors’ report was adopted, and » 
dividend declared of three per cent., making, including the interim 
distribution in October last, a total payment of six per cent. for 
the year, and leaving a balance of £37,953 to be carried forward 
to new account. The directors’ report and proceedings at they 
meeting will be found in another column. 

The International Bank, lately established in Hamburg under 
the auspices of several of the leading firms in that city, has opened: 
an agency at 5, Lombard-street, London, under the management 
of Mr. Herman Gwinner, many years with Messrs. Fruhling and 
Goschen. We understand the London agency will undertake all 
business connected with foreign banking, opening and confirming 
credits, as well as the sale and purchase of securities and of pro- 
duce, and will no doubt be the medium of an important increase 
in the business relations between Germany and the East. 

An evening contemporary last week announced that “the Pe- 
ninsular and Oriental have at last consented to give the Suez Canal 
atrial.” There is n» foundation for this ; the experience of the 
Messageries’ steamers is so far anything but encouraging, and at 
present the P. and O. directors see no reason to alter the decision 
they came to some time ago, as stated in our columns. 

The P. and O. Company’s steamer Vubdia has artived at Liver- 
pool, from Bombay, with a full cargo, having passed through the 
Suez Canal on a draught of nineteen feet. The report that she 
met with an accident and put back to Suez is incorrect. After 
discharging she will refit at the yard of Messrs. Lairds. The 
Company’s steamer Bengal is also expected from Bombay, via the 
Canal. 

The Bank rates for bills at sixty days’ sight on Singapore, 
China, and Japan are as follows :—Singapore, buying 4s. 3d. 3 
selling, 4s. 54d. Hong Kong, buying, 43. 3d.; selling, 4s. 5$d. 
Shanghai, buying, 5s. 8d.; selling, 6s. 2d. Yokohama, buying, 
4s. 3d.; selling, 4s. 7d. These rates are merely nominal, transac- 
tions being to a very limited extent. 

Messrs. J. H. Schroder and Co. have announced the Imperial 
Government of Japan Customs Loan, for railway purposes, for 
£1,000,000 sterling. The bonds are to bearer for £100, £500, 
and £1,000 each, carrying interest at 9 per cent. per annum from 
August 1, 1870 (the instalments meanwhile bearing 6 per cent.), 
payable half-yearly in London. The loan to be redeemed at par 
in thirteen years, by means of ten annual drawings, beginning 
August 1,1873. The price of issue 98 per cent. Messrs. Schroder 
intimate that they are authorised by Mr. Horatio Nelson Lay, C.B., 
the special commissioner duly empowered by the Imperial Govern- 
ment of Japan to carry out the Loan. The Oriental Bank have 
been appointed to receive subscriptions, and we understand that 
the applications are in excess of the amount required. Our own 
views on this Loan are given in our leading coluains. 

The report of the British Australian Telegraph Company, issued 
for the mecting of shareholders to be held this day, states that— 

“Satisfactory terms have been agreed upon between the Netherlands 
Government and the Company for permission to land the cables on the Is- 
land of Java, and for the transmission of messages over the Government 
telegraphic system in that island. By this arrangement the contingency 
contemplated in the prospectus, of having to construct an entirely sub- 
marine communication between Singapore and Australia, will be avoided, 
and the benefit of the Java traffic secured to the company before the end of 
the current year. The order for the cable has been given to the Telegraph 


Construction and Maintenance Company, and the sum of £60,000 has 
been paid to them in accordance with the contract.” 


Messrs. Ilesse van Raalte and Co. wrote to The Times stating that 
they had the concession granted to them. This was in turn con- 
tradicted by Mr. Earle, chairman of the company. It is, however, 
of little consequence, the mere concession is of no moment unless 
it be an exclusive one, then the Dutch Government must allow 
the stipulated time before cancelling it. As they have not 
granted an exclusive concession it is simply a question of who 
can first use their privilege by laying down the cables, and with 
the position held by the British Australian Company, there is no 
doubt but that they will without delay accomplish the work. 
Concession hunting is an old game, and we believe that the Govern- 
ment at the Hague were besieged by no less than a dozen persons 
representing themselves competent to carry out the scheme, but 
who in reality simply wished to sell the privilege. 

We understand that the deposits received on account of the 
“Manila and Hong Kong Telegraph Company” have been re- 
turned, and the scheme is abandoned. 
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The “Great Northern Telegraph Company” will have their 
cable completed and placed on board the Danish frigate Tordensk- 
jold (now in the Thames) early in May. 

The Government of the Netherlands has not yet arrived at any 
decision on the subject of subsidising a steam line from Java to 
Australia, and the intentions of the Government of New South 
Wales in reference to this line are still unknown. 

We have to notice the arrival of the Albert Jurss, direct from 
Takao, Formosa, with a cargo of sessam seed, which is now on the 
market. This arrival is interesting, now that our Consular estab- 
lishments are threatened with extinction by Sir R. Alcock’s advice. 

The annual general meeting of the Singapore Gas Company was 
held at the London Tavern ; Mr. H. P. Stephenson in the chair. 
The report showed the profits for the half-year at £1,635 16s. ;

and £11 off office furniture, which, together with £199 14s., the 


unappropriated profit of the preceding half year, made the avail- 


able balance £1,835 10s. Out of this the directors recommended 


the declaration of a dividend at the rate of 7} per cent. per annum, 
less income-tax on the preference capital ; and at the rate of 7 per 


cent. per annum on the amount paid up as the original capital, 
free from income-tax, the balance of £240 8s. to be carried for- 
ward to the current half-year. The chairman stated that the re- 


sult of the half-year’s working had exceeded the anticipations of 


the directors, arising from the efficient management at Singapore 
and the low price paid for coal. They had added slightly to the 
debenture debt, and there had been a little additional cost for 
works and plant, but this had been nearly all provided for by the 
amount written off for depreciation. Mr. Wells having spoken 
of the promising prospects of the company, and the not improba- 
ble early realisation of a dividend at the rate of 10 percent. per 
annum, the report was adopted and the dividends declared. 

Tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 20th 
ult. at the Bank of England, and the whole amount was allotted to 
Calcutta. The minimum price was fixed at 1s. 103d., being a re- 
duction of 1 per cent. ; and tenders at 1s. 103d. will receive about 
1} per cent.; above, in full, These results show a considerable 
further diminution in the demand for means of remittance to the 
East. 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies accepted tenders on the 21st 
ult. for bills of exchange on the Government of Ceylon to the 
amount of £25,000, at 1s.

Hargreaves, and a meeting of creditors was to be held 
at once.

THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA 
AND CHINA. 

The general meeting of the shareholders in this bank was held at 
the London Tavern on the 20th ult.; Mr. T. A. Mrrcwe.t, M.P., in 
the chair. 

The report of the directors presented to the shareholders said :— 
* The general balance-sheet of the bank, made up to the 31st Decem- 
ber last, shows a net profit for the twelve months of £62,588. The 
directora regret the diminished amount of profit, as compared with 
that of Jast year, attributable chiefly to the adverse state of the ex- 
changes between England and the East, and the general depression of 
trade. There is, however, no deduction to be made in respect of the 
old bad debt account, the liquidation of which has progressed so 
favourably as to reduce the amount to a comparatively small figure. 
The directors therefore recommend a continuance of the dividend at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, absorbing 
£24,000, or the same amount as the interim dividend declared at the 
half-yearly meeting in October. The surplus remaining, inclusive of 
the balance brought from last account, is £37,953 12s., which the 
directors have carried forward to profit and loss new account, as a pro- 
vision against contingent loss by the Batavia failure, announced a 
year ago.” 

The Chairman said it was a matter for regret that the accounts did 
not present a greater amount of profit. The board anticipated that 
the flood of ruin which inundated India some few years ago and de- 
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atroyed so many kindred institutions would have left the field more 
free from competitors, but he regretted to say that the competition for 
business had been so great and so keen that there had been much diffi- 
culty in conducting a business, the more especially us the trade of the 
East had but reflected that dulness which had so long been characteris- 
tic of this country, The directors bad, however, done their beat to make 
the results as good as possible, and in those endeavours they had been 
greatly assisted by the staff of the bank. Credit was taken in the re- 
port for a further reduction of the old bad and doubtfal debt account, 
which had been valued and carried forward from time totime. At the 
close of 1868 the account stood at £57,000, and at the present time 
it amounted to only £31,000. There had been some profit upon the 
sum realised, as compared with the valuation, and that had gone into 
the general profits of the bank. Of the remaining sum of £81,000, 
fully one-third, or upwards of £10,000, was secured upon shares in 
their own bank, which it still held, though they were attached at the 
time of the failures. Under these circumstances the board felt con- 
vinced that their valuations of the bad debts wouldin the main be 
over rather than under the mark. As to the failure in Batavia, the 
question, as he had before explained, was involved in intricate ques- 
tions of Dutch and German law, which were still undecided, and 
practically the matter rested precisely where it did at the last meeting. 
The board were sorry to have to carry over so large a floating sum, but 
deemed it the wiser course to do go. As to the bank's general position, 
it was unimpeachable. Its credit was untarnished and increasing, and 
its position inthe Eastimproving. With deposits increasing and cos- 
tomers augmenting, there was little doubt that the proprietors might 
look forward to times when the directors would be able to lay much 
better results before the shareholders. He moved that the report and 
accounts be received and adopted. 

Mr. Jones briefly seconded the motion. 

Mr. J. W. Adamson asked whether the £81,000 carried over was 
irrespective of the £37,900 profit undivided. 

The Chairman replied in the affirmative, and, in answer to a 
further question, said that the board were waiting the decision upon 
the legal points raised in the Dutch and German courts, and mean- 
while were taking no credits or bills from foreign houses unless backed 
by English firms of good standing or otherwise secured. 

The report was unanimously adopted and the dividend declared. 

The Chairman proposed that Mr. John Allan, the retiring director, 
be re-elected. 

Mr. Morrison seconded the motion, which was adopted nem. con. 

Mr. Macnaughtan moved the re-election of Mr. T. A. Mitchell, M.P. 

Mr. Lancaster seconded the motion, and it was carried by acclamation. 

Captain Hight moved, and Colonel Skelly seconded, the re-election 
of the two auditors, which was unanimously adopted, and the proceed- 
ings closed with votes of thanks to the chairman, directors, managers, 
&c., for their services.

The unusual quantity of dust and broken leaf found in many of the 
chops of this sesson’s import of Green, is leading to not a little trouble 
in their disposal ; and unless a remedy is soon.found for this bad feature 
panied packing, will render such goods decidedly unpopular with the 
trade.

DIRECTORS REPORT. 
(PRESENTED at the SIXTEENTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING, 20th APRIL, 1870.) 


The Directors beg to submit to the shareholders, as usual at this time of the year, the General Balance Sheet of 
the Bank, made up io the 31st December last, and showing a net profit for the twelve months of £62,588 3s. 1d. 


The Directors regret the diminished amount of profit, as compared with that of last year, attributable chiefly to 
the adverse state of the Exchanges between England and the East, and the general depression of trade. There is 
however no deduction to be made in respect of the Old Bad Debt Account, the liquidation of which has progressed so 
favourably as to reduce the amount to a comparatively small figure. 


The Directors have therefore determined to recommend a continuance of the Dividend at the rate of Six per Cent. 
per annum, free of Income-tax, absorbing £24,000, or the same amount as the Interim Dividend declared at the 
Half-yearly Meeting in October. The surplus remaining, inclusive of the balance brought from last account, is 
£37,953 128. 3d., which the Directors have carried forward to Profit and Loss New Account, as a provision against 
contingent loss by the Batavia failure, announced a year ago. None of the legal questions involved therein have 
yet been finally decided by the Dutch and German Law Courts, to which they were necessarily referred, and where the 
suits are still pending. 


Mr. John Allan and Mr. T. A. Mitchell, M.P., are the two Directors who now retire by rotation, and they both 
present themselves to the shareholders for re-election. 


The two Auditors, Mr. Jonathan Thorp and Mr. Owen Lewis, also offer a continuance of their services for the 
ensuing year.
